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Kishi Offers 

Feb. 5 Poll in 
‘Last Choice’ 
Bid to Rebels 


Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi yesterday proposed to the 
Liberal-Democratic Party fac 
tion which opposes him that 
the party presidential election 
be held Feb. 5. 

However, Kishi said that if 
this compromise offer was not 
accepted, he would insist that 
the elections be held ct the 
party’s national convention Jan. 
24. 


Kishi’s proposal was present- 
ed by Bamboku Ohno, vice pre 
sident of the party and a Kishi 
follower, to Shuji Masutani and 
Joji Hayashi, leaders of the antt- 
main current faction—the group 


opposing Kishi.- 

The antimain current faction 
wants to postpone the election 
so that they can rally forces be- 
hind their own candidate. 


Kishi’s proposal was that Tory 
Diet members should elect the 
party president. 

The antimain current leaders 
did not give an answer yester- 
day. They said they would 
“work to resolve the differences” 
‘in the party. 

Observers said chances were 
slim that Kishi’s offer would be 
accepted without modification. 


Kishi’s compromise offer 
came after Ohno rejected a 
compromise offer submitted by 
the antimain current leaders. 
They suggested that a vote of 
confidence should be taken on 
Kishi, the party president, at 
the Jan. 24 eonvention. They 
said that if Kishi won the vote, 
the election should be held 
after the Upper House election 
in June. 


Kishi’s term as party presi- 
dent expires March 21. 

Earlier in the day, Masttani 
warned Kishi that if the elec- 
tion were held Jan. 24, over the 
objections of the antimain cur- 
rent faction, considerable con- 
fusion would result. 


Kishi Friday called for the 
election “as soon as possible.” 

Meanwhile,

The party’s convention 
paratory committee head by 
Yuki Takechi sent out invita- 
tions to 516 Diet members and 
local Representatives. 


The invitation did not list the 
presidential election as a sub- 
ject of discusion. It only stated 
that “notifications will be. sent 
to you in case the presidential 
election issue is to be placed on 
the convention’s agenda.” 


Plane Crash Kills 
51 off Argentina 


BUENOS AIRES (AP) — A 
twin-engine airliner carrying 52 
rsons plunged into the sea 
iday night coming in for a 
landing at the Atlantic resort of 
Mar Del Plata. One man was 
found alive on the beach almost 
four hours later. The other 51 
rsons aboard apparently were 
illed. 


Rescuers found three bodies 
in the wind-tossed ocean. The 
clothes of the man on the beach 
had been burned or ripped off. 


The passenger list included 
Eduardo Braun Menende, one 
of Argentina's best known 
scientists, and another promi- 
nent scientist, Dr. Jose Mezza- 
dra. There was no immediate 
confirmation they actually had 
been on the flight, a special 
vacation trip. 

The Austral Airlines plane 
smacked into the rough waters 
about 150 yards short of the 
beach in the Camet Park area. 
Rescue workers said many of 
those aboard apparently were 
trapped inside and drowned. 


The plane left Buenos Aires 
at 7:30 pm. carrying 47 
passengers and a crew of five. 
Austral said it did not believe 
any foreigners were aboard but 
could not be certain immediate- 
ly since the passengers were 


not listed by nationality.

Heated debates and ideologi- 
cal hair-splitting can be expect- 
ed when the Opposition Socialist 
Party opens a two-day session 
tomorrow of its temporarily ex- 
panded Central Committee. 

The committee will meet to 
take important policy decisions 
in connection with a series of 
elections this spring. These de- 
cisions were supposed to have 
been taken at a national conven- 
tion but the party has postpon- 
ed the convention until scome- 
time this summer.

The offi- 
clals said the new device, in 
contrast, could generate power 
for at least a year. 
The test model displayed at 
the White House weighs five 


pounds. 


Col. Jack Armstrong, deputy 
chief of the AEC’s Aircraft 
Reactor Division, said the 
weight of the new power unit 
can be cut to about three 
pounds, 

“The model cost $15,000—ex- 
clusive of the fuel—to produce.

Contrary to Talk 


Very Few Marriages End 
In Divorce in America 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Close 
your ears the next time some- 
one tries to tell you that one 
in three—or four—American 
marriages end in divorce. 


Only about one in 90 did each 
year during the last 10 years. 
The more disma] estimate is 
untrue, If you believe it, your 
marriage may suffer. You may 
become divorce-prone. 
According to Clark W. Black- 
burn, executive director of the 
Family Service Association of 
America, the trouble is that 
“figures are being distorted.” 
Each year the number of 
marriages contracted during 
that year is compared with the 
number of divorces granted 
during the same period, he said. 
Then the experts come up 
with an annual report that says: 
“For every three (or four)

In three confidentia) bulletins 
to physicians, attorneys, clergy- 
men and others concerned with 
marriage problems in Spokane, 
the .agency elaborated on 
Jonquet’s findings. 

Blackburn referred to these 
in pointing to the potential 
danger in garbled divorce rate 
and twisted statistics. 
Not infrequently, it was not- 


te ed in one bulletin, a man or 


woman contemplating divorce 
tells a marriage counselor: 
“What's the use. One in three 
marriages ends in divorce; how 
can we be so different?” 
Jonquet described this as a 
result of statistically negative 
orientation to marriage. Misin- 
formation, he said, contributes 
to a fatalistic idea that “mar- 
riage is a gamble and ... you 
have to be luckier than most 
people to make a go of it.”

Under MD, figures on left are 
tricks made and on right tricks 
down. Score is kept only for 
North-South; thus their minus 
will become East-West’s plus. 


When you look at the hand, 
it appears as though a game ‘n 
hearts by South is icy, but with 
a sharp defense it goes down 
one. 

The object of these hands is 
to test your skill. So the final 
bids, opening leads and the re- 
sults are all taken into consider- 
ation. In a reguiar pair game 
North-South Pair No. 8 will get 
the highest score for winning 
the 
competition that is not neces 


garijy so. This is because their 
score was due not solely to 
their merit but to a mistake 
committed hy East-West. 


Four hearts played by South 
has :wo spades and one in dia- 
monds to ilose—in all three 
tricks. That would mean mek- 
ing the bid. However, the de- 
fense “would be to blame, for 
there is an easy way of setting 
it. ’ 


The opening lead would be 
the king of spades and con- 
tinued. Suppose East ruffs the 
queen, at the third round, a 
good trick which South has to 
trump enyway. There is no use 
sending a boy to do a man's jo», 
so ruff it with the 10. Then 
vou drive out a high one from 
declarer’s hand. And eventually 
West will be able to win a trick 
in hearts, a setting trick 
which otherwise is impossible. 
This is khown as an upper cut. 


Therefore, when South makes 
four odds in hearts a point is 
deducted from East-West. 


In a similar way when North- 
South don't reach four hearts, a 
point is deducted for poor bid- 
ding. 

Against no-trumps by North 
or South, ,West can make five 
tricks, four in spades and one 
in diamonds. The only time it 
can be made is when West 
ducks a round of diamond, 
which is his fault. So a point 
would be taken off again. 


The pair that loses the least 
ts becomes the winner in 
this sort of competition. 


For North-South laying 
hearts, it makes no difference 
whether South makes three odds 
or four. But to East-West it’s 
a kev point. 


This is a superior way of 
testing skill, but In a regular 
weekly game it is too complicat- 
ed and there should be some- 
on to run it. That's the expla- 
nation for an ordinary ee 
tournament.

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NATO’s 10th Year 


On April 4 this year, the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization (NATO) will be fully 10 years old, and a con- 
ference to mark the occasion is scheduled in early June 
in London. 

During the last decade since its inception, NATO has 
generally served its mission well, and fortunately it has 
never had to take a military action. In the recent years, 
however, alarming signs have appeared in and about the 
organization, which seem to require a thorough study and 
modifications of the structure accordingly. 

In this essentially volatile world no international or- 

tion with a static structure could continue to be in 

ony with the realities for which it was established. 
The case is particularly true with NATO in terms of its 
military capabilities. NATO’s birth occurred in an era 
where the atom bomb carried by aircraft was the super- 
weapon. Today a long-range missile launcher is capable 
of dropping a thermonuclear weapon with a destructive 
capacity 1,000 times as great as the first atom bomb used 
in warfare on a target beyond an ocean or a continent. 

Of course, the enormous development achieved in the 
attainment of the destructive capacity of weapons in itself 
tends to reduce the chances of a major war that would be 
suicidal to all its participants. On the other hand, the 
time seems to have come for NATO to re-equip itself, as 
Suggested recently by Field Marshal Viscount Montgomery, 
to be able to wage a limited nuclear war as well as the 
conventional one. 

In the year-end meeting of the NATO Council, Supreme 
Allied Commander Gen. Lauris Norstad pleaded with its 
members to speed up nuclear missile rearmament by giving 
a report on the formidable Soviet forces poised to attack 


Western Europe. 


And yet, the situation within the 15 NATO member 
States is far from unanimous in agreeing on the need of 
IRBM bases to be built within the area. Nor does there 
appear to be sufficient enthusiasm about their spending 
the necessary sums of money to sustain a military estab- 
lishment capable of withstanding a Soviet onslaught. 

The administrative structure, which is top-heavy and 


cumbersome, according to Viscount Montgomery, 


also 


seems to require reforms in order to be able to meet the 
exigencies of the push-button war era. A point raised: 
by the former deputy commander for NATO, for instance, 
is the fact that the Permanent Council is located in Paris 
while the Military Committee and Standing Group are in 


Washington. 


For strategic considerations, it was also 


suggested that the Supreme Allied Commander, European 
Region, should be a French military man instead of an 


American. 


NATO is due for a re-examination in its 10th. year 


according to the treaty text. 


It is hoped that the govern- 


ments concerned will conduct a full reappraisal of the 

system, its substance and its particular surroundings as 

of the year 1959 so that NATO will continue to serve the 

interests of the Free World as an effective deterrent against 
n.

Such a jag may yet be coming, when the bones of the 
dead dogs are discovered and returned to this country. 
But Taro and Jiro have taken the edge off the funeral. 

. The current joy, however, might also be open to the 


charge of overexuberance. 


The question at the bottom is just how genuine all 
this show of love for dogs is. We can detect the same 
spurious note as before, for instance, in efforts to capitalize 
on Taro and Jiro. as canine heroes and on the whole 
Antarctic project as a test of national greatness. ; 

What about the stray animals seen in our streets— 
the tiny pups and kittens cast out to fend for themselves 
rather than being mercifully killed? What about the way 
dogs are penned up in cages without room to turn around 
in? What aboit the slow, inhumane death they are given 


in some of our pounds? 


As we noted in this column awhile ago (Dec. 26), the 
money being spent on monuments to the Karafuto dogs 
would be far more sensibly applied to improving the condi- 

tions of others. Their suffering in the humaniless Antarctic 
base Was no worse, we dare say, than what many animals 
endure right under our eyes. 
* We are assuredly not trying to belittle the sentimental 
appeal of the Antarctic story. We only beg that it be 


turned to some real advantage. 


If not, the hypocracy it 


exposes will become something unbearable. 


The Soviet Union Speaks 


Reds Challenge U.S. 


Seven-Year Economic Plan Peaceful Competition to Outstrip America

MOSCOW—"“What do you con 
sider the principal Soviet eco 
nomic achievements of the past 
five years and what are tie 
chief economic gains anticipated 
during the next five years?” 

These questions, directed to 
me by Dr. Friederike Hauss- 
mann, West German represen- 
tative in this Japan Times 
“Nations Speak” international 
forum, cannot be answered 
briefly. Too much has happened. 


As far as industry is con 
cerned, it seems to me that the 
main achievement is that it has 
retained high rates of growth of 
output. There are some figures: 


In all the years of the first 
and the second five-year-plan 
periods (1928-1937), before the 
war, the USSR had built electric 
power stations with a total capa- 
city of 6,400,000 kwt, but the 
new power stations built in the 
last five years have a_ total 
capacity of 24 million kwt, 
which is almost four times 
higher. There was also a rapid 

owth in the output of pig 
ron, steel, cement and coal, 
The result was that the annual 


output of steel in our country P° 


has reached 55 million tons, of 
oll 113 million tons; we are 
annually producing 220,000 trac- 
tors, over 138,000 metal-cutting 
machine tools, 

This, of course, is less than 
what is produced in the US. 


However, I would like to remind: 


you again of the steady high 
rates of growth of our industrial 
output. In the last five years 
the average annual growth of 
the .USSR’s industrial output 
comprised 11.2 per cent.

Naturally, the high rates of 
industrial development are not 
an end in itself.

However, all these achieve- 
ments would have been of little 
avail, had they not improved the 
life of the people and made 
work easier for them. There 
has been a considerable raise 
in wages for the low-pay cate- 
gories of workers and employes, 
the working day was shortened 
on Saturdays and days preced- 
ing holidays, and in some bran- 
ches of heavy industry a six to 
sevem hour working day was in- 
troduced and pensions were in- 
creased, 

State expenditures for various 
grants to the population, pen- 
sions, stipends for students, 
medical service and so on, grew 
in the last five years by 80,000 
million rubles, or 60 per cent. 

A few words on agriculture. 
The brunt of the work connect- 
ed with the cultivation of vir- 
gin lands over an area of 36 
million hectares came in the 
past five years. These meas- 
ures, combined with others, en- 
sured a considerable growth of 
the gross yield of grain. — 

[I could cite a great number 
of important achievements 
made by the collective farmers 
in the last five years. For ex- 
ample, I could mention the fact 
that. last year the USSR pro- 
duced almost 50,000 tons more 
butter than the U.S. We hope 
that this year we will have as 
much and perhaps even more 
milk than the United States had 
last year. Five years ago peo- 
ple in the USSR fould only 
dream of such .

Going over to the second part 
of the question, | would like to 
stress that the rates of devel- 
opment remain the major prob- 
lem of the new seven-year plan, 
the problem of winning a max- 
imum advantage by gaining 
time in the peaceful economic 
competition with the Western 
world, a competition in which 
our country has been engaged 
since the very first days of her 
life. 

There was a gap of about 50— 
100 years between Tsarist Rus- 
sia and the advanced countries 
of the world. In other words, 
had we lumbered along at the 
rates of development of old Rus- 
sia, our country would have 
needed 50—100 years to attain 
the level of the advanced coun- 
tries of Europe and America, I 
mean the level which they had 
45 years ago.

Now this gap has been bridg- 
ed. Actually, the only country 
ahead of us now is the United 
States and we are hoping not 
only to overtake it but outstrip 
it in the next 15 years. Here is 
what Khrushchev has to say 
about it in the theses of his re- 


rt: 

“In the next 15 years the 
USSR will hold the world’s first 
place both in volume and per 
capita production.” 

I've already mentioned what 
inspires the Soviet people to 
ever growing labor efforts. Let 
me cite in connection with this 
one more, perhaps, a more vivid 
personal example. 

In 1913, when my father was 
20, the U.S. gross industrial out- 
put was 16—17 times greater 
than that of Russia. For.my 
father’s generation America was 
something like paradise. For 
him the thought of overtaking 
America meant the same as 
“reaching the moon.” 

Now, in 1959, when I'm 36 
years old, the USSR’s gross in- 
dustrial output comprises 55 per 
cent of the U.S. ~~ Though 
I respect America, I don’t think 
that it’s paradise. I only regard 
it as a serious opponent who is 
still ahead of us. 

In 1973, when my youngest 
daughter will be 20, the U.S. to 
all intents and purposes will be 
left behind. 

That is what high rates of 
development mean for us. That 
is why people all over the coun- 
try met with great enthusiasm 
the target figures of the seven- 
year plan. After the fulfilment of 
this plan the Soviet Union will 
hold Europe's first place in per

Palace Grounds Into Park 


To the Editor: 

Mr. Donald H. Cook's letter 
to the editor (Jan. 11) in which 
he registers his violent objec- 
tion to the current suggestion of 
converting the Imperial Palace 
grounds into a public park may 
be said to represent one type 
of thinking—or perhaps feeling 
—about the piece of property 
in question. But I seriously 


+ doubt if he speaks for “most 


Japanese” when he says that 
“the whole idea turns my 
stomach.” 

His position seems to be based 
on the premise that the palace 
grounds are the Emperor's per- 
sonal possession, But actually, 
this is not the case: it belongs 
to the State for whom the 
Imperial Household Agency 
acts ag the custodian. 


In other words, the Emperor 
is a tenant who pays no rental 
but makes up for it by serving 
the landlord in a special capa- 
city—that of “a symbol of the 
unity of the people.” 

Although he receives a sizable 
salary from the State, he cannot 
build a house where he wants 
to live in order to enjoy 2 
citizen's life with such freedoms 
as riding a subway or on oc 
casion dropping in a Shinjuku 
yakitori bar. 

Cruel and inhuman? Indeed, 
but such is the yoke imposed 
on this human being by the 
Constitution. The situation sym- 
bolizes the anachronistic qualli- 
ties of a monarchism as it man- 
ages to exist jin the mid-20th 
century. 

One may argue, on the other 
hand, as Mr. Cook does, that 
the palace grounds belonged to 
the Emperor’s family since his 
grandfather’s ascension to the 


gawas, the rightful owner of 
the Chiyoda Castle, were forced 
to surrender it to a new regime, 
created by their own rebel 
vassals. | 

According to civil law, a 
citizen has certain rights con- 
cerning his habitat even though 
he may not own the house. 
But unfortunately the same 
does not apply to the Emperor, 
who is not accorded such 
human rights. If, for in- 
stance, the duly elected repre- 
sentatives of the people decide 
to move the Emperor to Kyoto, 
Hayama or any other place 
they happen to choose, he will 
have no, choice. 


Two possible solutions for the 
instance of cruelty to a human 
being are conceivable. One is 
for him to revolt against his 
oppressive environment by re 
nouncing his title and becoming 
a common man. The other 
would be for the citizens of 
Japan to become politically 
mature and unsentimental 
enough so that they can live 
in harmony and unity without 
the aid of the emperor system. 

Since neither seems a practi- 
cal possibility in the foreseeable 
future, however, the present 
situation will have to prevail. 
In the meantime, the pace of 
the progress of civilization as 
manifested, for example, by 
creasing population and ‘a- 
vating traffic problems imposes 
practical necessities upon the 
people’s sentimentality. The 
latter will have to give in to 
some extent or other. 

I hope that the issue is given 
thorough attention by all citi- 
zens of the country because 
they have a right to do so and

On the night of Jan. 5 fire 
broke out in the storage shed 
of Fukujuen Orphanage in Ni- 
shinosato, near Sapporo, Hok- 
kaido. Fortunately there was 
no wind and the fire did not 
spread to the adjacent build- 
ings from which the 60 chil- 
dren and the staff were hurried- 
ly evacuated to a neighboring 
school in the middle of a very 
cold night. But the shed burn- 
ed completely to the ground 
and nothing in it was saved. 

It is estimated that the 
damage amounted to about 
¥500,000, including the cost of 
rebuilding another shed. One 
of the most serious losses was 
a year’s supply of “tsukemono”- 
Japanese pickles, largely made

Text of joint statement: 


“Dr. Julius Raab, Federal 
Chancellor of the Republic of 
Austria, visited Japan between 
Jan. 8 and 17 at the invitation 
of Japanese Prime Minister 
Kishi. While in Japan, Chan- 
cellor Raab was received in au- 
dience by the Emperor and 
also. had conversations with 
Prime Minister Kishi and For- 
egin Minister Fujiyama. 


“Their conversations were 
conducted in an extremely 
friendly atmosphere. In those 
instances, frank views were ex- 
changed on the current general 
international situation and prob- 
lems affecting the two coun- 
tries. The need for both coun- 
tries to cooperate closely in 
various international matters 
was reaffirmed, 

“They reached complete 
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agreement particularly on the 
following: 

“Japan and Austria have 
cooperated closely in interna- 
tional organizations such as 
the United Nations but will 
strive to do so even more in 
the future for a greater voice 
in international, relations. 

“The two countries will 
step up further their cultural 
exchange and try to improve 
their traditional friendly rela- 
tions. 

“__The two countries will take 
the earliest opportunity through 
their diplomatic agencies for 4 
constructive study toward eX- 
pansion of their economic rela- 
tions. 

“The two prime’ ministers

they will be hard pressed to 
make ends meet, and unless 
help is given, this is sure to 
mean the impoverishment of the 
diet or the care for the children. 

For this reason I am appealing 
to all those who read this letter 
to make a donation, however 
small to help with the work at 
Fukujuen, so that these chil-
